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All *rea and topical reviewers are staff members of the 
Product Review Division of 1C Staff. All but one have had at 
least eight years' professional experience in intelligence; four 
officers have had more than 23 years' experience each; the 13 
officers of the Division together have had a total of some 192 
years of experience. Academically, the Division can count 
12 bachelors degrees. 7 Masters, and 3 doctorates, awarded 
by a host of diverse institutions (Notre Dame, Brown, the 
Naval Academy, Oxford, Johns Hopkins, South Carolina, 

Cornell, etc.). 

As is appropriate for a Community enterprise, PRD 
officers currently in place have joined the IC Staff from DIA, 

NS A, the Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine Corps intelligence 
organizations, and from three Directorates (DDl, DDStcT, DDO) 
and the £ Career Service of CIA. 
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
